Word was received here by 
Charles W. Jones, pioneer resi¬ 
dent, of the d e a t h Monday 
morning of another Sierra Ma¬ 
dre pioneer and former City 
official, J. D. Mackerras, who 
had been making his home in 
San Clemente with a nephew, 
Craig Mackerras. 

Funeral services will be con¬ 
ducted at 2 o’clock this after¬ 
noon in the Ives and Warren 
chapel, 100 N. Hill, Pasadena. 
Interment will be private. 

Mackerras, a noted civil en¬ 
gineer credited with the bridge 
across Niagara Falls, came to 
Sierra Madre from Canada in 
the early 1900’s to regain his 
health. He was a graduate of 
McGill university, Toronto. He 
later was joined here by his 
brother, Dr. Hamilton Macker¬ 
ras. 

As Mackerras’ health re¬ 
turned, he donated to the 
young City of Sierra Madre the 
City’s first house numbering 
American map , a project completed by 
“Tribute to Glenn j n 1910 , at about the time 

Indiana State Band,” his friend, C. W. Jones, was 
Bombasto.” serving as first mayor here. 

In 1918 Mackerras was ap¬ 
pointed Water Department su¬ 
perintendent and served in that 
position for several years. 

He had married Alice Bonner 
Law, nephew of the then Sec¬ 
retary of the Exchequer in 
Great Britain. In the 1920’s the 
Mackerrases moved to Pasa¬ 
dena where he became vice- 
president of the Pasadena First 
Trust and Savings Bank. About 
10 years ago, at the time of 
Mrs. Mackerras’ death, he 
moved to San Clemente. 

He is survived by two other 
nephews, Robert Mackerras, 
also of San Clemente, and 
Maxwell Mackerras of Arcadia. 

At the time of his death Mac¬ 
kerras was senior past master 
of the Sierra Madre Masonic 
lodge to which position Carl 
Pegler, City treasurer, now suc¬ 
ceeds.

Sierra Sam, a more refined 
(and costly) dummy, physical¬ 
ly, that is, is involved in ex¬ 
periments which make auto 
crashes seem tame by compari¬ 
son; he rides planes shot from 
catapults, in rockets and super¬

TELLS STATUS OF 
BUSINESS LICENSE 
ORDINANCE STUDY 

Councilman Lome B. Pratt, 
in a report to the Council this 
week, suggested a combination 
of revisions to the City’s “out¬ 
dated” business licensing ordi¬ 
nance which, he estimated, 
could increase City revenue be- 
tween $5000 and $6000. 

The ordinance, he stated, 
dates back to 1919 and still 
provides for licensing such non¬ 
existent activities as medicine 
shows. 

He tentatively suggested in¬ 
creasing the business firm an¬ 
nual license fee to $24, plus $3 
per each employee excluding 
the owner; increasing vehicle 
licenses to $18; contractor li- 
censes to a flat $50.

Dear Editor:

T HERE IS SO MUCH colorful history behind 
the name, "HARTM AN'S" —* Sierra Madre's 
oldest pharmacy—that it would take a book- 
length manuscript to do it justice. . . .

It was a mono¬ 
plane he had built in Santa Monica, his first Cali¬ 
fornia home, and he had no intentions of leaving 
it behind! ... In fact, once he was established 
here as a pharmacist's son, he kept on towing it, or 
having it towed . . . down Baldwin . . . down 
Auburn. ... It was the only way they could get 
the darned thing to fly! But at least they flew 
it! . . . Besides working in his father's drug store 
while preparing to be a pharmacist himself, young 
Hartman, a student of several languages, studied 
French through the help of Moses Doucet, a Victor 
Talking Machine and Eastman Kodak representa¬ 
tive here 40 years ago. . . . That's when "Rudy" 
—as he is known to so many — learned about 
photography, by helping Doucet with his cameras 


and film. . . . No wonder "Hartman's" is so fa¬ 
mous for its photographic supplies—and advice!
